| Sage from the president transmitting to 
ithe senate a protocol of an agreement 
i; between the United States and the Do- 
| minican government providing for the 
 eaibiciion and disbursement by the Unit- 
|ed States of the customs revenues of the 
| Dominican republic, was today ordered 
made public, together with the protocol. 
a letter from John B. Moore, formerly as- 
sistant secretary of state, which gives a 
statement regarding the award under the 
| former protocol, and the award commis- 
sion which settled the claims of the San 
‘Domingo Improvement Company. The 
| senate went into executive session imme- 
diately after morning business, at which 
time the action was taken. 

The message is of nearly 4.500 words, 
| and was read in full to the senate. It is 
largely a discussion of the rights and 
i duties of the United States under the 
Monroe doctrine and the president Says 
the protocol affords a practical test of the 
efficiency of the United States govern- 
ment in maintaining the doctrine. In be- 
ginning his message, the president says 
that conditions in San Domingo have been 
growing steadily worse for many years 
|and debts have been contracted heyond 
‘the power of the republic to pay. 
| Foreigners Threaten Force, 
| Certain foreign countries, he says, have 

felt themselves aggrieved because of the 
; non-payment of debts due to their citi- 
zens and have felt that the only way 
they could ever get any guarantee of 
payment would be by acquisition of terri- 
tory or by taking charge of customs af- 
fairs of the republic. 

It is polluted out by the president that 
the Monroe doctrine would prohibit any 
foreign government from stepping in, and 
he says that those who profit by this 
doctrine must accept certain responsibili- 
ties along with the rights it confers. He 
says further: 

"The justification for the United States 
taking this burden and {fncurring this re- 
sponsibility Is to be found in the fact that 
it is incompatible with international equl- 
tv for the United States to refuse to allow 
other powers to take the only means at 
' their disposal of satisfying the claims of 
their creditors, and yet to refuse itself to 
take any such sateps.”’

Russ Alleges Prisoner Belonged 
to Revolutionary Society 


Maxim Gorky May Also Be In- 


volved in the Charge, Which 
Carries with It, on Con- 
viction, Banishment 
to Siberia. 


St. Petersburg, February |17.—2 a m.— 
‘Membership in a secret organization 
formed in 1903 to incite strikes and pro- 
mote revolution is one of the charges 
brought against M. Annesky, editor of 
Russian Wealth, and also probably in- 
volving Maxim Gorky and the 
members of the delegation who were ar- 
rested with Gorky and Annensky. 

M. Annensky, whose five terms in the 
fortress under arrest have made the In- 
terior fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul 
thoroughly familiar to him, told the As- 
sociated Press yesterday that he had also 
been required to plead to the charge of 
formulating anti-governmental procla- 
mations, the penalty for which offense 
is banishment for life to Siberia, but 
that no proof was offered of either 
charge. 

M. Annensky said the prosecutor show- 
ed him the draft of an address to the 
peopie, @léged to be In the handwriting 


of Maxim Gorkty, end alterations in an- 
other, ‘alleged to be Annensky’s. An- 
mensky declared he could not identify 
the document or the handwr.tiing.

Chapin Harris Dental Sociely 
Was Organized Yesterday. 


About Sixty Members of the Pro- 
fession from All Parts of the 
South Were Present and Con- 
ducted a Very Interest- 
ing Meeting. 


Between fifty and sixty dentists, nearly | 


_@very southern state being represented, 
gathered in the Piedmont assembly hall 
‘yesterday morning and during the day 
formed the Chapin Harris Dental Society, 
the following officers being elected for the 
year: 

Presidenit—Dr. M 
Taeuis. 

Vice President—Dr. B. Holly Smith, of 
Baltimore. | 

Recording Secretary-—-Dr. M. D, Huff, of 
Atlanta. 

Corresponding Secretary—Dr. Delos Hill, 
of Atlanta. 

Treasurer—Dr. H. R. Jewett, of Atlanta, 

More than a hundred letters were re- 
ceived and presented by Chairman B. H. 
Teague, of the temporary organization, 
coming from prominent and leading mem- 
bers of the profession in every state from 
Maryland to Texas, all expressing a de- 
sire to be entered as charter members of 
the society and each one expressing regret 
et his inability to be present at the or- 
ganizatior. 

It was 10 o'clock when President Teague 
called the assembly to order and present- 
ed a paper in which he clearly recounted 
the steps taken in the formation of the 
organization. The paper recited the fact 
that after the Southern Dental Association 
had been combined with the American 
Dental Association. forming the National 
Association, many of the old members had 
regretted that merging. The initia] steps 
In the formation of a new organization in 
the south, an organization to be wholly in- 
dapendent of all others was recounted. 
The paper closed by expressing a determ!i- 
nation to in no way antagonize any other 
Organization of a similiar nature. Dr. 
Teague’s address had been prepared with 
care and was well received. Immediately 
upon its conclusion it was decided by a 
unanimous vote to organize at once. 

President Teague was then called upon 
to appoint a committee upon constitution 
and by-laws, that committee being re- 
quested to report during the afternoon 
session. Dr. J. A. Chappel, of Atlanta, 
Was named as chairman of that commit- 
tee, and, with his associates, he immedi- 
ately retired to Degin the work, 

Then there was an interchange of opin- 
fons by those remaining. The old South- 
ern organization, the American organiza- 
tion, the National organization and the 
southern branch of the National all came 
fn for a share of the discussion which at 
times was bright and interesting, but at 
no period one of criticism. Dr. B. Holly 
Smith, of Baltimore, one of the most dis- 
tinguished mtembers of the profession, and 
Dr. Marshall, of St. Louis, known 
throughout the west as a leader in den- 
tistry,. were heard by the gathering and 
both proved not only forceful but enter- 
taining talkers. Dr. Carlisle, of Green- 
vine, and Dr. Foster, of Atlanta, were 
also heard. 

Pre-Matal Treatment, 


The feature of the morning session was 
@ paper by Dr. Adair, of Commerce, Ga. 
Dr. Adair’s subject was the treatment of 
teeth of a child before birth, that being 
accomplished through the character of the 
food given the mother, his contention 
deing that the food should be of that 
nature which would cause the growth and 
formation of the bone system. 

, The assembly convened in the afternoon 
at 2:30 o'clock. President Teague asked 
the committee on constitution and by- 
laws if it was ready to report. The com- 
Mittee was ready and through its secre- 
tary the report was submitted. It was 
the first paragraph that caused the ini- 
tial discussion. The committee suggested 
that the organization be known as the 
Chapin Harris Dental Society, in honor 
of the president of the first dental] college 
in America. The name brought on a dis- 
cussion waoich grew warm a3 it progressed. 

Dr. Chappel wanted to obliterate any- 
thing like sectionalism and for that rea- 
gon suggested “Chapin SNarris,” rather 
than “Southern,’’ which, he thought, was 
sure to be considered sectional.

Two Explosions on British 
| Submarine Boat 


Commander of Vessel Blinded—Ex- 
plosion Occufred While Gasoline 
Tanks Were Being Filled. 
Only One Man Hacaped 
Injury. 


Queenstown, February 16.—Four men 
‘killed and fourteen injured, of whom 
three are in a critical condition, was the 
result of two explosions on board the 
British submarine boat ‘‘A-5,’’ in the har- 
bor today. The killed included Engineér 
Artificer Chafee, a leading stoker, and 
a stoker. 

Lieutenant H. G. Good, commander of 
the vessel, was blinded. His condition is 
critical, 

Lieutenant Skinner, an officer of the 
submarine boat, subsequently died of his 
injuries... Only one man of the entire 
crew escaped uninjured. 

The first explosion is believed to have 
occurred while the crew was engaged in 
filling the gasoline tanks preparatory to 
proceeding outside the harbor. The ‘A-5” 
caught fire after the first explosion. When 
this explosion occurred a number of the 
crew of the torpedo gunboat Hazard vol- 
unteered to ga to the rescue of the sub- 
marine boat's crew, but hardly had they 
got on board the “A-5"" when a second 
explosion took place and all the rescuers 
were more or less injured. 

The submarine boat was afterwards 
docked and an official statement issued 
this evening says the vessel has not suf- 
fered much damage. An inquiry into the 
causes of the explosions will be held to- 
morrow.
